Chicago, Oct. 7.—The testimony in 


the Lent sort trial was more interesting 
to the general public than it has been 
at any time for the last two weeks. 


The dry, technical evidence of the 


experts gave way to impeachment evi- 
dence offered by the state against the 
witnesses for the 
defense 
who had 


stated on the stand that Mrs. Luetgert 
had been seen in the vicinity of Ke- 
nosha, V.'is., within a few days after 
the murder is said to have been com- 
mitted. Several of those who claimed 
to have seen the woman around Keno- 
sha fared badly at the hands of their 
neighbors, and 
witness Scholny, the 


principal witness for the defense on 
the Kenosha story, had his character 
torn to shreds. 


One of his neighbors who testified 


against him said he did not Know what 
was meant by Scholey's "veracity," hut 
made himself clear in the next breath 
by adding, "f do know, though, that 
Scholey is no good." 


Evidence was introduced to show 


that Luetgert had not put any grease 
or chipped hone into his vats for mak- 
ing soap on the night of May 1, as his 
business partner, William Charles, had 
testified, as it had all been carted away 
on the morning before. 


It was also shown that Luetgert had 


no occasion to make soap, for when tho 
factory was seized by a deputy sheriff 
several days after the murder is said 
to have been committed a great many 
barrels of soap belonging to him were 
found in the basement of Lhe factory.

was the evideikce of Adam Drinker, a 
•teamster for a soap factory. It was in 
reference to tallow,grease and chipped 
bone which George Eland said he de- 
livered at the factory on May 1, and 
which William Charles testified was 
procured as some of the ingredients of 
soft soap which was to be made for the 
purpose of thoroughly cleaning up the 
big sausage factory preliminary to its 
prospective sale to an English syndi- 
cate. 
Brinker said he hauled all the 


tallow—66 pounds— and 150 pounds of 
hone away from the factory May 1. He 
explained that it was his duty to do 
this once each week, usually the last 
day of the week. He conveyed the ma- 
terial to a soap-making flrrn by which 
he was employed.

without causing a 
murmur 


against high taxes, and that is to tax a 
great many articles of daily use and 
necessity so indirectly that the people 
will pay them and not know it; their 
grumbling then will be of hard times, 
bnfc they will not know that the hard 
times are caused by taxation. 


How that, hits the pieaent times. 


Labor finds its wages at a very low ebb 
or going down, but for some reason 
that does not appear In the clear light 
of day the prices of many of the neces- 
saries of life are advancing. 
It is be- 


cause of indirect taxes levied on the 
false pretense they are protecting the 
intereats of labor. 
By this method, for 


instance, much more than the seven per 
cent, spoken of by William Pitt is 
added to the cost to consumers of sugar. 
It is a small sum to eaoh individual, 
bnt in the aggregate runs into the mil- 
lions, and all for the benefit of that 
aggregation of brains and 
rapacity 


known as the sugar trust. 
Suppose a 


law was attempted 
providing 
that 


1120,000,000 should be paid to the 
Havemeyera annually from, the public 
treasury because of their patriotism in 
engaging in the manufacture of sugar 
at a profit. That would be direct taxa- 
tion, and, as Pitt says, would be "a 
dangerous experiment in a freer country 
and probably incite a revolt."

The official repoit of the Ohio de- 


partment of agriculture for October la 
teeming with interesting information. 
Referring to the wheat crop, the report 
eaya the result o£ threshing indicates 
that the wheat condition, aa reported 
from month to month by percentage 
comparison, was not estimated too high. 
Thecorphas been a good yield through- 
out the state and as a total is about 
double the orop of last year and about 
12 000 000 bushels in excess of the 
orop of 1895, in both of which years 
there was a (shortage. 
The wheat crop 


of 1894 was considerably in excess of a 
full average one for the state, in fact 
was the largest ever produced in the 
etate. 
The orop of 1897 is below that 


immense orop something more than 
12,000,000 buahela. 
About the entire 


area seeded last fall stood for the 
harvest, there being 110 occasion for any 
notable plowing up in the spring. Cor- 
reBDOiidents in some geotioaa of the 
state report that owing to excessive 
rains during harvest quite a quantity 
of wheat sprouted in the shook, thus 
affecting the quality to a certain ex- 
tent. 
Corn was injured by frosta about the 


-20th and will result in a great quantity 
of the orop being unmerchantable. The 
prospects, aa compared with an aver- 
age, is about 79 per cent. 


The probable total crop of potatoes, 


as compared with an average, ia only 
41 
per cent. 
Many sections report 


complete failnie, the product ranging 
aa low as 12 per cent, of a orop in some 
planes. 
The report closes with the following 


discouraging news as regards 
next 


" year's wheat orop: 
• " 
"The dry month of September will 


have a very perceptible effect on the 
wheat area for 1898. 
Farmers have 


; 
been unable to seed, or have delayed, 
waiting for rain, and the result will 
be that a large area intended for wheat 
will not be sown. 
A great deal of the 


wheat seeded has not germinated, and 
if rain does not bring it out there will 
be another loss of area from this cause. 
Altogether, the wheat prospect for next 
year is far from flattering, or even 
promising.

The bourse was closed, as 
vrere also the principal stores and the 
tobacco and other manufactories. All 
the main streets were gaily decorated. 


The various processions united at 


the Central park and then moved to- 
gether to the plaza in front of the 
captain 
general's 
palace, 
whre as 


many as 20,000 people were gathered. 
Several bands discoursed patriotic mu- 
sic. The plaza and the thoroughfares 
leading into it were densely crowded. 


A number of deputations went to 


the palace, where they were received 
by -the captain general. According to 
the official accounts, they assured him 
that it was the desire of all the loyal 
inhabitants 
of 
the 
island that ho 


should continue at the head of the 
government and carry on the 
cam- 


paign against the insurgents. 


They also 
expressed 
"confidence 


that the Madrid government was in- 
spired with altogether too high 
de- 


signs for the welfare of the country 
to withdraw the illustrious chief, who 
had subjugated the insurrection." 


Captain General X/eyler, after thank- 


ing the deputations for their assur- 
ances, said he accepted the command 
in. difficult circumstances and without 
conditions. The success of the cam- 
paign could be estimated ard properly 
by the country from the visible facts. 


In the course of seven months, four 


important provinces had been nearly 
pacified, and he was confident of being 
able to pacify the two remaining prov- 
inces at the proper time, with the 40 
battalions ready for -the task. He said 
tie expected to be able to pacify Puerto 
Principe and Santiago de Cuba at an 
early date, "for the rebels there know 
me and fear me and will not resist 
me." 


"Still," said the captain general, "I 


believe the war should be ended with 
war, here as everywhere else, and not 
with shameful dealings uisgraceful to 
my nation, and all the more so in 
view of the terrible condition of the 
rebels. I have followed the policy of 
the illustrious Conovas. I would like 
to please those who are now demon- 
strating my honor by remaining in 
Cuba, but the 
delicate 
position in 


which I have been placed has com- 
pelled 'me to request the government 
to dispose of my position in whatever 
way it may 
think 
convenient, and 


however *he matter may be decided, 
I shall always be profoundly grateful 
to the loyal inhabitants of Cuba, who 
in such eloquent terms have expressed 
their absolute approval of the policy 
I am following'to bring the war to a 
close."

resolution these bankers resolve, "That 
we most respectfully declare it to be 
our opinion that it would benefit the 
business of the country, as well as the 
national 
banks, if 
the 
government 


would issue to the said national banks 
circulating notes 'to the par value of 
the bonds deposited to secure their cir- 
culating notes." 


There is a becoming modesty about 


this resolution that shows the Ohio 
bankers to be made of the right stuff. 
"They most respectfully declare it to 
be their opinion," etc. Nothing arro- 
gant or dogmatic about that, but hav- 
ing the good of the country at 'heart 
they submit the suggestion that 
the 


banks ought to be allowed to 
issue, 


more currency to loan 'at 8 per cent per 
annum to all who have approved col- 
lateral. As the banks have to be run 
anyhow, the extra labor, trouble and 
risk of supplying the people wHh 10 per 
cent more funds at high interest would 
he undertaken if congress should see 
fit to authorize them <to do it. 


The next resolution adds strength 


and 
collusiveness to the 
assertion 


that 'the Ohio bankers are not 
only 


public benefactors, but are well versed 
and intelligent gentlemen who are 
thoroughly au courant with the legis- 
lation of their country. 
It reads in 


this wise: 
"Resolved, 
That they ap- 


prove of the act of congress which de- 
clares it to be the duty of the general 
government to maintain on a parity 
of gold all the money issued by the au- 
thority of any law of congress." 


Some may cavil with 'this and assert 


that there is no such act of congress; 
that while congress has 
done 
many 


other things, it has not done that; but 
to these it is only necessary to reply 
that the St. Louis convention which 
nominated McKinley declared "All our 
silver and 
paper currency 
must be 


maintained at parity with gold," and 
Mark Hanna has discovered what the 
bankers and others have long believed, 
viz., that the 
Lord is a Republican. 


This being true, the declarations of the 
Republicans 
are the 
revelations of 


Providence. A certain school of phil- 
osophers teach "that whatever is to be, 
is," GO the bankers of Ohio are justi- 
fied in speaking of something which 
congress has never done, but which the 
Republican party has piedged it will do 
as "an act of congress." 


The remaining resolution stands, 


towever, without an equal, both for its 
depth of sentiment, clearness of
